To all and every the Reverend, Honourable, Vene- 
rble, Magnificent, Excellent, Nobie, Prudent, and 
Circumipedk, the Statcs of the faid Kingdom of 
Hungary and Territories adjacent. 

if O’ from the many Endeavours ufed by our 

T Roya) and Sollicicous Affection ; our gracious 

Paten's to che forementioned States, promiling to 

maittain their Rights, Livertics and Prerogatives ; 

our gracious Declaration upon the ferting on Foot the 
late Treaty of Pacification; and our free offer, then as 

well as at ocher times, of a Diet to be called and a 

fubf&quznt Accommodation of Grievances: Tho’ from 

thes evident Demonftrations (we fay) of our Royal 

Affettion, Grace, and Clemency, (which have been 

mifconftrued to a fiuifter Senfe, and to 

the feducing and intoxicating of the Vulgar ;) we en- 
tertained great Hopes that the Mirds of our Male- 
content Hungarians, would be dilpoicd to put an End 
to the inteftine Commotions that now rage among 

‘em, to reiaftate the Kingdom in its former Peace 

and Tranquility, and to return to a true Senfe of 

their Duty, of the Homage they juftly owe, and of 
the indifpenfible Obecience to which they are bound 
both by Divine and Human Laws. : 

Yet coatrary to all Expe&tation, we find with pa- 
ternal Grief, tha <ll our good Endeavours are 
fultrated ; to tle manifeft Injury of our Royal pre- 
eminence and fuoreme Authority, as well as Infraction 
of the Laws aad Stacutes of the Kingdom. Such is the 
obitinency cf the vaders of our Malecontents, thet 
they not only rejec: oar moft gracious Offers, flight 
the wnolfome Mcans quieting their Country, and 
willnos themicl fincerely and effectually to 
the compoiiny the Troubi« ~he Kingdom ; but, by 
Ctitsin Pateats of theiis da at Rofenau, publifh’d 
under tus Pretence of fome ‘efolution of a Diet of 
theirs, on the third Day of February paft, and dif- 
even emor, evr faithful Subje&s, they have 
tke: upon the.* to invite our faid Subje&ts to enter 
into their Tonfeu. cy, contrary to all Laws, both 
Divine and Huynane; ana to give in their Names 
accordingly, before the opening of their illegal Ge- 
netal Convention, called to meet on the firft Day of 

ay next, onthe Plain of Onod in the County of 

Borfod; threatening to r -ith their Countrymen that 

thall difobey, as they were pleas’d to term it: by 

which Menaces they ufe rheir urmoft Endeavours to 
meke them. forfake their fwora Allegiance and Fidelity 
to our Sacred Diadem, in which they have hitherto 


laudably perfifted ; and to take up Arms in the Caufe 
of Injuftice. 

Their fumthoning the forementioned illegal General 
Convention gives ground from their paft 4&ions to 
conjecture, that they defigncto form new Confpiracies 
againft our Royal Dignity; to foment the inteftine 
Commotions, and excite the poor Hungarian Nation 
that has fo long groan’d under a train of Calamities, 
to unnatural War and mutual Slaughter’: That ha- 
ving caft off all pious regards to their Country, they 
mean to involve the Kingdom in deeper and more 
dangerous Difficulties, and Wars ; and to bring upon 
"em an irreparable Lofs, by collecting and exporting 
the Gold and Silver Coin, and introducing Copper 
Money under Colour of the publick Necefiity, tho” 
their private Advantage lies ac Bottom; and that 
(while the Ambition of poffefling the Principaticy of 
Tranfylvania, ingroffes the Thoughts of fome) they 
ftudy more to gratify their own piivate Defires, thin 
to premote the Quiet and Peace of the State; tho” 
by their former Manifeitoes they gave out, that it was 
not a private but a publick Goo! .ucv contended for. 

Now by the confiant and uninrercupted Ufe and 
Cuftom of the Kingdom, and the plain ienor of the 
pofitive Laws of the Country, the caliing of a Ge- 
neral Convention or Diet of the Inhabitants, is the 
peculiar Prerogative of our Royal Majefty; and all 
Conventions called by private Authority, and without 
the Knowledge or gracious Grant of the King, muft 
be deem’d to be Illegal forbidden Conventicles ; fuch 
as was that at Hatuan, which by the Seventeenth 4r- 
ticle in the Year One Zhoutfand Five Hundred and 
Twenty Six, was declared Null. 

Likewife all private Leagues and Confederacies, 
enter'd into by the Subje&s, with the Santtion of an 
Oath or any other Obligation, are at once pernicious 
to the State, and direétly coutraty to the Law of the 
Kingdom, and particulgrly declared void and null by 
the Four and Fortieth Article of the Year One Thout- 
and Five Hundred and Nineteen, and again prohibi- 
ted by the Fortieth Article of the Year Ouc Thoufand 
Five Hundred and Shirty Six. 

And as it is evident that no Conftirution or Sra- 
tutes can be valid, unlefs coafirm’d. by the Royal 
Affent ; purfuane to the Preamble of the third De- 
cree of King Sigifmund, and the eighteenth Article 
of the Year One Thoufand fix hundred and thirty five. 
So it is equally manifeft, that the Orders or Conftituti- 
ons made in the Convention of Kaffaw againft thofe 
who adher’d to Bocskay, were declard invalid by the 
fourteenth Article of the Pacification of Vienna. 

The Authors of thefe Commotions, and their chief 
Abettors, are guilty of the blackeft Ingratitude ; un- 
mindful of their fworn Allegiance and Dury, and 
a&ting the part of unnatural Sons of their Country, 
they have made unworthy Returns to our Auguft 
Auftrian Family, by whofe liberal Munificence, both 
they and their Anceftors were gracioufly inrich’d 
with Favours, Lordfhips, Dignities, and Honours: vioe 
lating the Faith and Allegiance, by which they can’e 
but own themfelves indifpenfibly bound, and that on 
feveral accounts, to our Majefty, and confequently 
to the facred Crown of the Kingdom, they irre- 
verently infult our Royal Authority ; call in queftion 
ourRoyal Right,which we receiv’d from theAlmight rs 
and profecute an unjuft War, to the utter Deftru&i- 
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on of their own Country ; revage and fay in Athes 
both Huengiry acd our id,scen: P.ovinces facrileg,ouse 
Jy rob the Jaurcins of Carilt ; pluader the poor inno- 
cent fpare no Condition, Sex or Age; and 
aftera javilh tfuiion of GChrittian Blood, are fo far 
from indeavourwg to cleanfe cheir impious tlanis, 
that they glory in tae Mifchiefs they have done. 

‘Me thecefore coutiauing our Cleaetncy, do exaort 
al! and every one of our faithful Subjects of the 
fa J Kingdoin of uagary, our Loics, PreJates, Ba- 
rons, Gentlemen, Counrics, and Cities, to flight thofe 
jNega! Pateats and vain Threats; and not feffer thein- 
felves to be drawn fro.n the kath, Allegiance 
and Ovedicouce which cthey owe to God, to our 
Majefty, aad to our sacred Crown; but as they have 
hitherto Laudably, fo for the future to perfevere 
ftrcauoufly therein, and diligendy and undauntedly 
difcharge all the Duties of faithful Subjefts, and true 
Denizons of their Country. 

As for thofe who have already had the Misfortune 
to engage in the Confederacy prohibited by the Laws 
of the Kingdom, we let chem know by thefe Prefents 
that, while it is yet time, while Accefs to the Bo- 
fom of our Mercy is open, they may and ought 
{pecdily to repent, and abfent themfelves from the 


before-mention’d illegal General Convention or any 
other that may be call’d after that manner, which . 


we hereby declare co be void, invalid and null, both 
in general and in particular, as infringing our Royal 
Authority and the Laws of the Kingdom. Burt as for 
thofe who difregard the Juftice of Gol, and the Fi- 
delity they owe to us aad our facred Diadem ; whofe 
ftubborn and incorrigible Temper prompts them ftill 


to adhere with a harden’d Mind to the adverfe Party ; 


be it known to ’em that they fhall be treated as Re- 
bels , be brought to condign Punifhment, and be 
made to feel rhe Force and Rigour of our juft Arms. 
Given at our City of Vienna in Auftria, the rath 
day of April, 1707. in the 18th Year of our Ro- 
man, the 20th of our Hungarian, and the fecond 
of otir Bohemian Reiga.
